Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/20/2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 48-71 are pending and at issue.

3. The rejection of claims 48-54 and 56-71 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being 
anticipated by Gunderson et al. (Application No. 10/264,574 published as United States 
Patent Application 20030207295 on Nov. 6, 2003 which claims the benefit of an earliest 
filing date of 04/20/1999) is withdrawn. Applicant's arguments in the response filed
